It is believed that this is 
an engineering feat for the entire 
state and is due to a great extent to 
the modern methods used by the com­ 
pany which employs a gigantic ce­ 
ment mixing center and the ideal 
weather conditions that JhaVe pre­ 
vailed during the past month. 
The paving program in Decatur has 
been completed with the exception of 
the contract and the streets that are 
included in the program in west De­ 
catur and Church street. 
The t one rote .mixing plant is of such 
proportions that it uses over 20 bar­ 
rels of cement during one days work 
and enables the company to main­ 
tain a truck line for the hauling of the 
material almost continuously. It has 
been stated by authorities that are in 
position to know the inside of the 
business that the system and methods 
of the company is one of the best pos­ 
sible that can be used and the truth 
of such a statement is shown in the 
tremendous amount of work that has 
been accomplished over a thirty day 
period,

presidency—John W. Davis.

But to be exact, Mr. Davis was drafted, he did 
not offer for the race. 
No man was in a position to know better what 
were the rea], principles of Mr. Davis, that La­ 
Follette, and must have realized what the forma­ 
tion of the LaFollette party meant. 
He knew that he was defeating the chances of 
all progressive legislation by opposing Davis. 
LaFolltte must have known there were not 
enough progressive voters to elect Davis, with 
three parties in the field. 
He knew that with 
both his opponnts attacking Coolidge, the Repub­ 
licans would rally to him that much the stronger. 
LaFollette has not been accused of it to any 
great extent, but in some ways it seems that he 
ran to “vindicate” himself, a very popular past 
time of late years.

With Mr. Da­ 
vis flaying non-progressiveism, the perfectly nat­ 
ural thing would have been for LaFollette and 
his followers to have decided to join battle with 
Davis against a common political foe, knowing 
well that the party they were in had no chance. 


Recently a survey was hmde in New York, 
or that part of the city known as Manhattan, to 
discover what has become of the saloon of pre- 
prohibition days. It was shown that of 5,098 es­ 
tablishments that held liquor licenses in the year 
1916. there are now only 349 places that show 
no outward change. But it to explained that those 
places which continue to maintain the appearance 
of saloons are selling so-called near-beers and 
beverages supposed to contain less than one-half 
of 1 per cent alcohol. Of course it is not claimed 
that this pretense is any more than a flimsy dis­ 
guise. 
No doubt many of these remaining bars 
are the source of much of the poisonous synthetic 
liquors which find their way into the hands of 
addicts and private bootleggers 
Gradually it is 
becoming more and more difficult to replenish 
liquor stocks from hovering rumrunning boats 
off shore 
Heavy losses through seizure are ran 
teriug the traffic more am! more precarious, with 
the direct result of increasing the price of all 
contraband alcoholic mixtures. 
I But the figures quoted supply what should be 
a convincing answer to (he assertion that the 
prohibition issue should have been left to the 
several states to determine as they saw fit. New 
ifork state and city officials have not lent sympa­ 
thetic aid to the enforcement of the federal law. 
And yet it appears that under twenty years of 
as strict regulation of the liquor traffic as it was 
possible to enforce under state 
and 
municipal 
laws the number of saloons and groggeries in the 
city was reduced but 31 per cent, whereas under 
five years of indifferently enforced national pro­ 
hibition the number was reduced 79 per cent. It 
is shown that in 1896, when the liquor traffic 
held full sway in New York and was recognized 
as a'controlling influence in city politics, 
there 
was one saloon for every 202 inhabitants. 
The most striking change is observable along 
Third Avenue, the former stronghold of the brew­ 
ery-controlled saloon. 
Ih the year 1916, which is 
ectoily «reeaUed because of the presidential cam­ 
paign, there were 252 saloons, 44 liquor stores, 
and 17 drug stores on this street. 
Today there 
art* but 4i such places, of which 23 are saloons 
which have not been altered in their outward 
appearance. 
The decrease in the number of sa­ 
loons has been almost 84 per cent. The 211 sa­ 
loons and 44 liquor stores which have been dis­ 
placed have given openings to 453 stores engaged 
in legitimate commercial business. The assessed 
value Df the property affected has increased $98,- 
759,00k), or aw ow J««ately 64 per cent, as com­ 
pared with a *-*.-* per Jem irtCrease in the assessed 
valuation of Manhattan real estate as a whole. 
That is an incomplete picture of the 'change 
that has been wrought in a single x\merican crty 
by prohibition. 
It cToes not attempt to show the 
greater changes that have been wrought in count­ 
less homes. 
That is another and a still better 
story. 
The record could be duplicated, propor­ 
tionately, in every community 
in 
the 
United 
States. It should provide an unanswerable argu­ 
ment against all the pleas for the return of the 
saloon as a, dispenser of alcoholic drinks of any 
kind or description.—Christian Science Monitor.
